RAT DROPPINGS 
IN CURRY HOUSE 


RAT droppings, dirty equipment and food left out of 
fridges were found at an award-winning restaurant near 
Oswestry during an inspection by environmental health 
officers. 

The owners of the 2013 Welsh Curry House of the Year, Bengal Spic¬ 
es in Llanmynech, were yesterday (Wednesday) each fined £5,000 and 


ordered to pay £900 in costs and co 
at Llandrindod Wells Magistrates 
Court. 

Magistrates said they were not issuing a 
prohibition order, which would have closed 
the restaurant down, after hearing of the 
strenuous steps taken to improve hygiene. 

Mizanur Chowdhury, 43, and Rabiul 
Alam, 35, who gave their address as Ashfield 
House, Llanymynech, each admitted nine 
counts under the food safety act in a pros¬ 
ecution brought by Powys County Council. 

Mr Nigel Vaughan prosecuting said the 
charges arose from a visit to the restaurant 
on November 6 last year following a com¬ 
plaint from a member of the public. 

He said rat droppings were found in the 
ladies toilet and in the lobby and there was 
evidence that rats had entered the premises 
through the toilet wall. 

The food premises was not kept in a clean 
condition and neither was the equipment. 

Other offences related to the defrosting 
of food with items found thawing out of the 
fridge and to the storage of raw and cooked 
food. 

Mr Vaughan said food had been stored on 
low shelves without any covers, open to flies

and other pests and he said raw food such 
as prepared salads and also cooked rice had 
not been in the fridge. This would have led 
to the growth of bacteria. 

The final offence related to not keeping 
correct food standards records. 

Magistrates heard that an earlier inspec¬ 
tion in September had uncovered similar 
offences but that the owners had agreed to 
put in measures to deal with these. 

Mrs Elzbeth Kenny, for the defendants, 
said that the inspection happened when 
Chowdhury had flown to Bangladesh to 
care for his dying mother. This had left his 
business partner to cope singlehandedly and 
standards had been allowed to slip. 

She said after the November inspection 
the business had brought in pest control 
experts and the premises had been deep 
cleaned. “A new tiled floor and two new 
fridges have been installed and a stainless 
steel surface is planned .

She said: “We have rea¬ 
sonably good amenities in 
Pant and Llanymynech so 
I would suggest that the 
funding should be put on a 
down payment for our by¬ 
pass and that those behind 
the windfarms then make 
up the money.

And the group could stage protests if per¬ 
mission is granted amid fears it may pave 
the way for fracking to take place in the 
county in future years. 

They say the proposals, which include 
plans for land at Brooklands Farm in Dud- 
leston, near Ellesmere, would be the first 
step towards controversial shale gas frack¬ 
ing being introduced in Shropshire. 

But a spokesman for Dart Energy has 
denied there are any plans for fracking in 
Shropshire. He said the planned explora¬ 
tory drilling would be for coal-bed methane 
gas only, and said the company was only 
interested in “science not scaremongermg”. 

Shale gas extraction or “fracking” in¬ 
volves injecting water and chemicals into 
the ground to fracture rocks to release gas, 
and has been dogged by claims from oppo¬ 
nents that the process can pollute the water 
table and even trigger earthquakes. 

Plans for methane drilling in Dudle- 
ston were revealed on Tuesday. But Dart 
Energy was dealt a blow on Monday when 
members of Wrexham County Borough 
Council rejected plans for a bore hole in 
Borras for a second time due to concerns 
raised by residents. 

Andrew Roberts of Frack Free Dee said 
Dart Energy had completed a test drill in 
Farndon, near Wrexham. He said the com¬ 
pany was questioning if it needed to carry 
out an environmental impact assessment 
before submitting an application to drill in 
Dudleston. 

“That does not instil much confidence 
that Dart Energy wish to do all they can to 
safeguard the people and the environment 
if they would prefer to do the least amount 
possible to substantiate the safety of their 
practices,” he said. 

Douglas Bain of Dart Energy said: “Peo¬ 
ple should not associate fracking with CBM 
extraction. 

“We’ve no plans to come back and drill 
the CBM well as a shale gas (fracking) well. 
We don’t have the rights to do that.”

Systems "inherently unsafe" 
train crash enquiry reveals 


paralympic hope 
is back at home

RAIL passengers were injured when their train struck a farm trailer 
at a crossing near Welshpool where the system of work in use was 
“inherently unsafe”, according to an accident report. 

Two of those hurt needed hospital treatment after the accident involving an 
Arriva Trains Wales train near Welshpool. 

The tractor driver and two other people suffered minor injuries in the collision which 
caused significant damage to the front of the train, the report by the Rail Accident Inves¬ 
tigation Branch said. 

The incident happened just before mid¬ 
day on July 16 at Buttington Hall cross¬ 
ing . The farm crossing was being used by 
tractors bringing in a harvest from fields 
on the opposite side of the line to the farm. 

The farmer had appointed a contractor 
to carry out the harvesting operation, and 
an attendant had been provided at the 
crossing to phone the signaller and oper¬ 
ate the gates. 

The RAIB said: “The accident occurred 
because the system of work in use at the 
crossing was inherently unsafe, leading to 
ineffective control of road vehicle move¬ 
ments over the crossing and frequent use 
of the crossing without the signaller being 
contacted. This system broke down.” 

The RAIB also listed “underlying man¬ 
agement factors.” It said the harvest con¬ 
tractor did not implement an effective safe 
system of work at the crossing and that 
Network Rail’s (NR) process for risk as¬ 
sessment of these types of crossing did not 
adequately deal with periods of intensive 
use. 

Tractor driver Ifan Gwyn Evans, 28, of 
Penyffordd, Llanfyllin, and co-defendant 
John Elwyn Roberts, 74, of Oldford Rise, 
Welshpool, appeared at Mold Crown Court 
in January and pleaded not guilty. The 
trial is expected to take place in June. 


AN army veteran who broke his neck and 
back in a training accident has arrived 
home after spending 10 days in Sochi to 
witness the Paralympics.

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A team that will regulate 
the work carried out by estate 
agents across the UK has start¬ 
ed work and few will believe it is 
made up of Powys and Anglesey 
trading standard officers. 

The National Trading Stand¬ 
ards Estate Agency Team (NT- 
SEAT) has taken over the en¬ 
forcement role from the Office of 
Fair Trading, which was disband¬ 
ed on Monday. 

The two councils submitted 
a joint proposal to deliver the 
service and the bid won approv¬ 
al and Powys will now receive 
£178,000 a year as part of the 
three-year contract. 

The team will assess whether 
or not an individual or business 
in any part of the UK is fit to car¬ 
ry out estate agency work within 
the terms of the Estate Agents 
Act. 

On the face of it this would ap¬ 
pear to be a very strange route 
to approach for a council faced 
with having to find massive 
savings. But might this just be 
the start of many new revenue 
streams for the authority. 

The figure of £178,000 doesn’t 
seem much, especially when 
you consider there are three new 
posts, but if there is more busi¬ 
ness out there it may well be a 
positive move for Powys. 

John Powell, Cabinet Member 
responsible for Trading Stand¬ 
ards, says the council wants to 
develop this project further with 
Powys becoming a centre of 
excellence for the UK on estate 
agency enforcement matters. 

Those are interesting words 
considering the calamitous go¬ 
ings on in recent weeks in Powys 
Council chambers. You would 
hardly describe the council as 
a centre of excellence or as a 
model for other authorities to fol¬ 
low at the moment, could you? 

It’s ground breaking stuff for 
the authority but not rocket sci¬ 
ence. So it’s hats off to whoever 
thought out of the box a little. 

The authority has expertise 
in many other fields and all av¬ 
enues should be explored for 
introducing new revenue oppor¬ 
tunities. It’s far better than simply 
putting up taxes.

Dazzling displays will 
thrill crowds at show 


The secret’s out - cosford 
Air Show has announced 
its itinerary for this year. 
Witt ACKERMAHH reports 

MILITARY aircraft soaring 
through the skies, ducking, 
weaving and diving in dazzling 
displays. It can only mean one 
thing - the RAF Cosford Air 
Show is back. 

Every year, tens of thousands of 
people from all over the UK flock 
to the show - the region’s biggest 
aviation event and one of only two 
official RAF air shows anywhere in 
the country. 

Organisers have announced they may 
even have to cap number of visitors al¬ 
lowed in at this year’s show, on June 8, to 
avoid a repeat of last year’s traffic chaos. 

At the official launch last week, they 
also unveiled an array of aircraft for the 
2014 event, promising to deliver the best 
of the modern day Royal Air Force along¬ 
side classic models from years gone by. 

Displays 

Among them will be the Blades and 
the four-ship Yakolevs, performing aero¬ 
batic displays alongside the Red Arrows, 
as well as the Spitfire, which was based 
at Cosford for a time during World War 
Two. 

Meanwhile, the jet line-up includes the 
classic Hunter T7 and the ultra-modern 
RAF Typhoon, while, in this centenary 
year there will also be a pair of Boeing 
Stearman biplanes with the Breitling 
Wingwalkers and the classic aircraft of 
the Great War Team. 

The Calidus Autogyro and Bucker 
Jungmann stretched their wings and 
warmed up their engines at the airfield 
in Albrighton during the launch event, 
showing off stomach-turning displays,

alongside other aircraft including the 
Tucano T1 and Bulldog Tl. 

Air show director Amanda Butcher 
said the event in June would be a 
chance to show the public what the 
Royal Air Force does every day. 

But she added it would be about more 
than just planes. 

“There is also a children’s fun fair, 
inflatables, simulator rides and military 
bands also providing entertainment,” 
she added. 

“It’s a whole day’s entertainment. 
The gates open at 8.30am and from 
the minute visitors arrive there will be 
something happening.” 

She added: “People are interested in 
the military. 

“Their taxes are paying for it and 
it’s something they don’t normally get 
access to, so this gives us a chance to 
literally open the doors and let people 


have a look.” More than 60,000 people 
- including Prince Harry - came to last 
year’s event, causing heavy congestion 
on the M54, with queues stretching 
back up to six miles, as well as on other 
main roads leading to the airfield. 

Limit 

Organisers say they will decide 
whether or not to limit the number of 
tickets they put out this year depending 
on advance sales. 

Already they have sold almost 2,000, 
having only begun accepting bookings 
two weeks ago. 

Wing commander Paul Lilly, chair¬ 
man of this year’s air show, said: “Last 
year was an outstanding success with 
60,000 people coming here. 

“We do realise there was a lot of 
traffic congestion so we have already 
started work to engage with the High¬ 
ways Agency and the police to look at 


how we can improve.” 

The air show has been running for 
more than 20 years and the Cosford 
base celebrated its 75th anniversary last 
year. 

This year’s event will mark the 50th 
anniversaries of the Red Arrows and the 
Kestrel aircraft, as well as the 65th an¬ 
niversary of the Canberra and 100 years 
since the start of the First World War. 

On the ground, three large hangars 
will feature interactive displays show¬ 
ing the engineering and technical skills 
taught at RAF Cosford, with each of the 
individual specialist schools having its 
own area, many including the chance for 
visitors to have their photographs taken 
in the cockpit. 

One ground display unique to RAF 
Cosford will be a line-up celebrating the 
50th anniversary of the first light of the 
Kestrel, the prototype for the Harrier. 

The RAF Museum’s restored Kestrel 
will be brought up to date with static ex¬ 
amples of the Harrier GR3 and GR9 and 
the naval variant the FA2, on special 
loan for this year’s celebration. 

Wing commander Lilly said: “As al¬ 
ways, we are looking at building on pre¬ 
vious successes.” 

He added: “We believe in engaging 
with the public and also in promoting 
the RAF and showing what we do as an 
air force. 

“It’s also an opportunity to thank 
people for the support they have given 
us during service, as well as members of 
the public.” 

Last year’s event raised more than 
£300,000 for various charities, which 
was handed over in cheque presenta¬ 
tions at yesterday’s launch. 

Advance tickets are on sale now at £20 
and free for children under 16.

It’s difficult to decide which is 
the more controversial in the Mid 
Wales/Shropshire area, onshore 
wind farms or the Hunting with 
Dogs Act. 

This week’s column is about 
the divisive issue of foxhunting. 
The issue has been in the news. 
There are very strongly held 
views on all sides. Safer to sit on 
the fence? Yes, but it’s a point¬ 
less politician who ducks difficult 
issues. 

I’m in the position of nev¬ 
er having been a participant in 
country sports - while also being 
implacably opposed to the 2004 
Hunting with Dogs Act which 
banned foxhunting. 

At the time I thought it a deep¬ 
ly ‘illiberal’ Act which would 
increase rather than decrease 
animal suffering. But foxhunting 
was banned, remains banned, 
and I can see no prospect of re¬ 
peal . 

Even though the Coalition 
Government made a commit¬ 
ment to providing time for MPs 
to have a ‘Free Vote’ on repeal of 
the Hunting with Dogs Act before 
May 2015, I sense there is not a 
majority for repeal in the current 
House of Commons. I’m torn on 
the issue. No sense in pushing 
for a vote which would be lost, 
but I do like Governments which 
deliver on promises. 

There has also been some 
speculation about whether the 
Government might reconsider 
the number of dogs allowed for 
‘flushing’ the fox to the gun. In 
England and Wales the current 
limit is two dogs. 

Personally, I always thought 
the two dog limit made no sense 
at all. It simply makes the pro¬ 
cess of fox control in sheep 
rearing Upland Wales more inef¬ 
ficient. 

Some opponents of foxhunting 
claim that changing the ‘two dog 
rule’ would be “bringing back fox 
hunting through the back door”. 
Since ‘flushing’ does not involve 
chasing the fox, it’s hard to see 
how this claim justified. 

While the fox’s death is al¬ 
most instant (far more so than 
by shooting) it does seem a bit 
gruesome. But I fundamental¬ 
ly disagree with them. The ban 
remains ‘illiberal’ and shooting 
remains a more cruel form of fox 
control than hunting with dogs. 
But I don’t expect to change an- 
yone’s mind!

CAN FORMER BUSINESS OWNER STOP ME TRADING? 

Q: After leaving school I went to work for the local farrier. Over fifteen years I came up with various ideas to improve the business and when the owner decided 
to retire he asked me if I wanted to take over. We made a gentleman’s agreement on price for equipment, materials and good will, to be paid monthly over a year. 
I took over the lease on the premises and set up a limited company using the same name as when it was a sole trading company, with his blessing. 

Now, three months on, the former owner is saying I cannot use the name as I still owe money on the business. He also wants additional payment in lieu of jobs 
booked before I took over, and he claims we agreed a higher sum than we did. He says he will take me to court and prevent me from trading unless I change the 
name and settle the debt. Can he do this? 

A: Making a verbal agreement in business is a dangerous move. If you had consulted a solicitor you would have had a written agreement drawn up and there 
would have been no question about what had been agreed. 

A gentleman’s agreement can be legally binding. The problem is proving what was agreed. If the previous owner sold you the rights to the business he cannot do 
anything which unlawfully interferes with the business and if he threatens to you can seek an injunction from the Courts to prevent him doing anything. 

If as you say he agreed that you could carry on with the business and trade as that same business, i.e. use the name, then that is not dependant on you having 
made full payment for the business. Your situation is quite complex and it would be advisable for you to seek legal advice as soon as possible.

THERE appears to be yet more hys¬ 
teria in the press about house prices. 
I have obtained the actual raw data 
from the Land registry and figures dif¬ 
fer hugely. 

The press mainly concentrates on 
a total UK figure which is heavily 
skewed by London price increases . 

Mr Robert Choate, who heads the 
Office for Budget Responsibility is 
quoted as saying the “soaring demand, 
driven by rising confidence, increased 
lending, and Government schemes 
such as help to buy are all combin¬ 
ing with a lack of supply” to fuel this 


demand. In other words the cause is 
national. 

There are various interpretations 
of the data depending on seasonal ad¬ 
justments. The set I looked at for the 
period January 2013 to January 20 14, 
shows London and the South East, 
which is 30 per cent of the population 
experiencing an average 9.14 per cent 
increase in price which accounts for 
well over half the total increase by 
value (about 66 per cent). 

The other 70 per cent of the popu¬ 
lation accounts for the rest. Obviously 
there are factors at work in London 


and the South East which are exclu¬ 
sive to them and not the general fac¬ 
tors of Mr Choate. 

So if we accept the view that housing 
inflation is as the media puts it “on the 
verge of a dangerous housing bubble” 
we are ignoring the fact that 70 per 
cent of households, including Shrop¬ 
shire, are hovering at an average of 
2.5 per cent and ignoring the fact that 
any fiscal control based on an overall 
average will most likely decimate most 
of that 70 per cent.

Council denying claims 
on windfarm objections 


A dispute has broken out over claims Powys 
County Council has weakened its opposition 
to controversial plans to build windfarms in 
Mid Wales. 

Campaigners say they are “surprised and disap¬ 
pointed” by what they see as the council’s withdraw¬ 
al of some of its objections. 


But the council has denied 
its position had changed on 
the plans which are cur¬ 
rently subject to a public 
inquiry in Welshpool. 

The inquiry was set up 
after Powys County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet raised objec¬ 
tions to plans for windfarms 
at Llanbadarn Fynydd, Lla- 
nbrynmair, Llaithddu, Lla- 
ndinam and Carnedd Wen 
as well as the installation 
of an electricity line at Lla- 
ndinam. 

However, the council has 
been accused of withdraw¬ 
ing elements of its oppo¬ 
sition to some of what is 
being proposed, particularly 
by entering what is known 
as a “statement of common 
ground” on matters relating 
to the cumulative landscape 
and visual impact of the pro¬ 
posals. 

Jonathan Wilkinson from 
Montgomeryshire Against 
Pylons said he felt the coun¬ 
cil had changed it position as 
the inquiry had progressed.

He said: “We are sur¬ 
prised and disappointed at 
what we see is a change in 
approach from the council. 
Our initial arguments re¬ 
main and we will carry on 
with what we are doing.” 

However, County Coun¬ 
cillor Rosemarie Harris, 
cabinet member for plan¬ 
ning, said alterations have 
only been made to the coun¬ 
cil’s position when revisions 
to the plans rendered its 
original position unsustain¬ 
able, when new information 
was provided to address per¬ 
ceived deficiences, where in¬ 
vestigation demonstrated an 
issue initially raised could 
not be supported or main¬ 
tained, or when other bodies 
had revised their stance. 

The councillor added: “It 
is a routine part of the pro¬ 
cess and one expected by the 
inspector, that the council 
enter into appropriate state¬ 
ments of common ground on 
a range of topics.”

AM in new call fdr action as 
business park stands empty 


CALLS are being made for more to be done 
to market a business park which remains 
empty, despite a multi-million pound invest¬ 
ment five years ago. 

The £1.9 million Offa’s Dyke Business Park exten¬ 
sion near Welshpool was launched in October 2009, 
but remains deserted. 


The business park was 
created as part of the £7.5 
million Severn Valley Re¬ 
generation Programme 
funded in the main by Welsh 
Government and European 
Funding 

The 15-acre extension 
at the Trewern site, near 
Welshpool, has room for 19 
business units. 

Montgomeryshire Assem¬ 
bly Member Russell George 
called for the the Welsh 
Government to do more to 
market the site when he 
raised the issue at the Welsh 
Assembly . 

He said: “Millions of 
pounds of public money 
have been spent on the ex¬ 
tension of Offa’s Dyke Busi¬ 
ness Park to help benefit 
the economy of Mid Wales, 
but five years on, it still lies 
empty.” 

He asked Lesley Griffiths, 
Minister for Local Govern¬ 
ment and Government Busi¬ 
ness, to make a statement 
on the situation.

In reply Mrs Griffiths 
said: “My understanding is 
that it is construction-ready, 
with all the necessary infra¬ 
structure in place. 

“The work was completed 
way before the banking 
crisis and recession, from 
which the commercial prop¬ 
erty market has yet to fully 
recover. 

“Individual plots continue 
to be marketed with on-site 
signage, and through the 
Wales property database.” 

Mr George said he would 
carry on calling for the 
Welsh Government to be 
more proactive in marketing 
the site.

Painting could sell for £100,000

An oil painting by a Dutch 
master discovered in coun¬ 
try cottage near Welshpool 
is expected to fetch more 
than £100,000 when it is 
sold at auction. 

‘Dives and Lazarus’ by 
artist Dirck van Delen will 
go under the hammer in 
Shrewsbury on April 16. It 
is believed the painting has 
been hanging on a wall in 
the cottage for several dec¬ 
ades. 

But it was spotted by 
the head of art at Shrews¬ 
bury-based auctioneers 
Halls, who helped get the 
painting verified. 

The painting was bought 
by the current owner’s fa¬ 
ther from London art deal¬ 
ers in the 1930s and for 
many years hung at a family 
property in Gloucestershire 
before being moved to adorn 
the cottage near Welshpool. 

Allan Darwell, head of 
Halls art department, said: 
“From the moment I saw it 
I knew it was 17th Century 
and special.” 

Dated to the 1620s the 
painting depicts the parable 
of Dives and Lazarus. 


Council in 
help plea 
on street 
boozing 

WELSHPOOL is closing in 
on a much needed alcohol 
ban from designated pub¬ 
lic places, but it needs the 
backing of the town. 

And there are concerns 
that if the support doesn’t 
come in over the next few 
days, it could be years before 
the town could apply again. 

“The relevant parties like 
the town council, police and 
businesses all support such 
a ban, but we must demon¬ 
strate that there is a need 
for it from the town as a 
whole,” said Town Clerk 
Robert Robinson. 

“We have distributed 
2,500 town surveys to every 
household in Welshpool but 
to date there have only been 
a few hundred replies which 
is not good enough really.

“We need the whole town 
to engage in this debate and 
if there is a need for a con¬ 
trol order to be brought in 
then it will be applied for.” 

The order would not af¬ 
fect drinking outside of pubs 
but would stop people drink¬ 
ing in hot spots like Puzzle 
Square, the Berriew Street 
Car Park toilet area and the 
high street benches. 

An application is expected 
to be made to Powys County 
Council by the end of April, 
with a wish for the order to 
be introduced by the sum¬ 
mer.

LIBRARIES and schools in the 
Welshpool area will be among 
the first in Wales to provide cards 
for youngsters to borrow books. 

The roll out of free library cards has 
been started by the Welsh Assembly 
this week and all children aged eight 
and nine have been sent cards. 

Powys was one of the first counties to get 
involved with the scheme, the Assembly 
said. 

John Griffiths, minister for culture and 
sport, said: “The link between library usage 
and literacy levels is well-documented - 
over 42,000 children in Wales took part in 
last year’s summer reading challenge which 
ran in 245 libraries across the country.

Memorial to Crimean War soldiers

A PLAQUE has been un¬ 
veiled to commemorate men 
who fought in the Peninsu¬ 
lar War, Crimean War and 
at Waterloo. 

The plaque, which was 
unveiled in St George’s 
Chapel inside St Oswald’s 
Church in Oswestry is the 
first part of a three-part pro¬ 
ject which is thought to be 
the only project of its kind 
in the UK. 

Later this year a scroll 
listing the names of the 
men who fought put on dis¬ 
play in the town museum 
and a booklet will be pro¬ 
duced with more informa¬ 
tion about all of the soldiers 
listed. 

Mark Hignett, one of the 
trustees at Oswestry Town 
Museum, said: “There are 
a few memorials to people 
who died in the Crimean 
war and lists in museums, 
but we don’t know of any¬ 
where that has a tribute to 
the men who fought, as op¬ 
posed to the men who died. 

The museum is now rais¬ 
ing funding for the triptych 
scroll, which will cost about 
£1,500. 


Welcome 
for news 
at town's 
station 

VOLUNTEERS who look 
after Chirk’s railway sta¬ 
tion have welcomed the 
news that it is to be made 
accessible for people with 
disabilities. 

A footbridge will be built 
as part of a £2 million re¬ 
vamp of the station, on the 
Shrewsbury to Chester line, 
allowing travellers with dis¬ 
abilities to use platform one 
for the first time. 

Members of the Friends 
of Chirk Station say they 
have been campaigning for 
improvements for 10 years 
and described the revamp 
as a “wonderful birthday 
present”. 

The friends group adopted 
the station 10 years ago and 
has carried out a lot of work 
work to make it more attrac¬ 
tive to passengers. 

One of the friends, Chris¬ 
tine Ashford said that peo¬ 
ple had been lobbying long 
and hard for Access for All 
at railway stations in Wales. 

“This will make a huge 
difference to the lives of the 
many passengers who use 
our award-winning station 
here in Chirk.” 

The efforts made by the 
friends group to improve 
the station have been rec¬ 
ognised in various award 
schemes. 

The programme is funded 
by £7m from the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment and £5m from the 
Department for Transport.

Council planning to bid for 
£11 million broadband cash 


A CASH-strapped council plans to bid for the 
maximum £11 million available to improve 
broadband speeds in the county, despite 
having to match the funding. 

Shropshire Council,has to make £80 million worth of 
budget cuts over the next three years and looking to axe 
1,700 jobs, has decided to press ahead with the bid, admit¬ 


ted finding the money to 
back the bid would be “by 
no means easy”. 

The Government an¬ 
nounced last month that it 
was to make an additional 
£250 million available 
across the UK to roll out 
superfast broadband speeds 
to more of the country, with 
the aim of 95 per cent of the 
country having access to the 
fastest connections by 2017. 

But the requirement to 
match-fund the Govern¬ 
ment’s money at a local 
level could mean that it ac¬ 
tually has to spend far less 
than that as cash-poor local 
authorities are unable to 
stump up the extra money. 

The Government has 
made £11.38 million availa¬ 
ble to Shropshire and £1.42 
million to Telford & Wrekin, 
but Telford & Wrekin Coun¬ 
cil opted against getting in¬ 
volved in the scheme at an 
early stage. 

Steve Charmley, Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s cabinet 
member responsible for 
broadband, said despite the

challenges of matching the 
funding, most councillors 
supported the bid. 

A formal expression of in¬ 
terest will was being lodged 
with the Government today 
(TUESDAY). 

He said: “This is some¬ 
thing which has received 
widespread cross-party 
support and we’re all keen 
to make the most of this op¬ 
portunity. 

“We need to submit a 
formal expression of inter¬ 
est back to Westminster by 
March 25 and we intend to 
apply for the full amount. 

“Now we’ve come to¬ 
gether and made that deci¬ 
sion we need to get working 
quickly to identify potential 
sources of match funding. 

“One of the aims of the 
stakeholder partnership 
group we’ve set up is to find 
ways of raising the funding 
required. It’s early stages 
and by no means going to be 
easy.”

Motorists 
urged to 
be honest 
on claims 

DRIVERS who give false in¬ 
formation to their insurers 
to get cheaper premiums 
will find their policies are 
not valid, a Shropshire ex¬ 
pert has warned. 

Dave Williams, of Hen- 
shalls Insurance Brokers in 
Newport and Shrewsbury, 
said research had shown 
more than two million driv¬ 
ers were actually on the 
roads illegally because of 
mistakes made when they 
arranged their cover. 

Mr Williams said: “A 
study carried out by Con¬ 
sumer Intelligence showed 
that one in 12 admitted to 
giving the wrong details to 
their insurers, and when 
they were asked why, nearly 
two thirds said they did it to 
get a lower premium. 

“This really is a false 
economy though because 
if they actually needed to 
make a claim, the incorrect 
information would be all the 
insurer would need to refuse 
to pay out.” 

Mr Williams said one in 
20 of the motorists surveyed 
said they gave the wrong 
information in a bid to keep 
their costs down. 

He added: “The main 
topics where drivers were 
economical with the truth 
included changing their 
home address, and giving a 
lower annual mileage esti¬ 
mate.”

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Tea dancers 
win handout 
from Lottery 

A group which organises tea dances 
for elderly people has received a grant of 
more than £1,000 from the Big Lottery 
Fund. 

The Oswestry and District Association 
for the Elderly coordinates the senior 
citizens’ clubs within the Oswestry area 
and organises a monthly tea dance. 

As part of the Big Lottery Fund’s 
Awards for All programme, the associa¬ 
tion has received £1,155 towards the cost 
of putting on the tea dances. 

Chairwoman of the Association, Al- 
wena Martin, said: “We’re delighted 
we’ve had some money to support our 
dancing. 

“We get anything from 50 to 80 peo¬ 
ple each month. The last time we had 70 
people. We coordinate with the residen¬ 
tial homes across the area and they bring 
people along.” 

The dances started three years ago and 
include live music, refreshments and a 
raffle. 

Mrs Martin said: “We started the 
dances because we felt a need to do some¬ 
thing for the elderly in the area. Age UK 
had some money available to set some¬ 
thing up and I suggested some sort of 
dancing, because Strictly Come Dancing 
had caught people’s imaginations. 

“We have quite a few dancers and 
able-bodied people, and the carers come 
and whizz people round in their wheel¬ 
chairs. 

“For the residents from the homes 
it’s a lovely experience. You see how 
they react to the music and people just 
going in and saying hello or remember¬ 
ing someone from years ago. They get a 
chance to get out in the world and meet 
people from all walks of life.” 

The dances are held on the first Friday 
of every month from 2pm to 4pm at The 
Pedigree, Shrewsbury Road, Oswestry.

That may ring a bell with my fellow 
wildlife-enthusiasts out there, for it is well- 
known that a leopard’s call is oddly con¬ 
current with the noise one would expect to 
emanate from a carpenter’s workshop. 

However, if domestic animals rather than 
wild cats are more your thing, simply im¬ 
agine your dog’s nasal snortings in a deeper 
more guttural tone and you have it. It is, 
for romantics of African sights and sounds, 
magical; but perhaps for many others, ter¬ 
rifying. 

I did of course not see that leopard, but I 
had always had a desire to paint one and as 
is so often the way with my wildlife art, the 
setting and main compositional elements of 
my larger pieces, tend to focus around a mo¬ 
ment I’ve been privileged enough to spend 
with the natural world. 

Whilst exploring the woods near my 
home as a child, I would inevitably be in the 
grip of some convulsion of hay-fever when 
I would stumble across a quiet, secluded 
patch and settle down to note and observe. 

Later on, during that African trip, now 
in Botswana, I found just such a spot near 
camp. With the leopard’s calls fresh in 
my mind, I took in a heady breath of Bot¬ 
swanan pollen, sneezed and sat down in the 
perfect setting for my painting.

Chirk apprentice 
project praised 
in the Commons 

An apprenticeship programme running at a factory on 
the Shropshire border has been praised during a debate in 
the House of Commons. 

Clwyd South MP Susan Elan Jones commended the pro¬ 
gramme at the Chirk-based Mondelez International plant. 

She said “nothing matters more then providing jobs 
opportunities for young people” and the factory, formerly 
Cadbury’s, did just that. 

The praise was given as MPs discussed the Budget and 
the Department for Work and Pensions in the House of 
Commons on Tuesday. (MAR 25) 

The MP recently visited the plant in Chirk, one of the 
region’s largest employers. 

She told the House of Commons employment pro¬ 
grammes from young people were vital and the Jobs 
Growth Wales programme had enjoyed success. 

Miss Jones said: “The programme pays employers to take 
on trainees at the minimum wage for six months. 

“Eighty per cent of these traineeships are in the private 
sector. 

“And what is so positive and encouraging is that Jobs 
Growth Wales has seen 78 per cent of its participants se¬ 
cure work - 78 per cent compared to the 15 per cent of 
young people progressing into sustained employment on 
the UK-Government’s failing Work Programme. 

“And job opportunities for young people really do mat¬ 
ter. I saw this very clearly recently in Chirk in my own 
constituency at what we will always think of as Cadbury’s, 
but now comes under the name of Mondelez International. 

“One thing that really struck me as I spoke to the ap¬ 
prentices in Chirk is that here was a pretty diverse group 
of young people. 

“Some had got on well in a traditional school setting and 
some hadn’t. 

“But they all sounded enthused by their new programme 
of work and the prospects their new skills offered. 

“And that is why tailored apprenticeships in different 
fields matter. 

“We need to be passionate about working with different 
types and sizes of employers in providing them. 

“Nothing matters more than providing jobs opportuni¬ 
ties for young people. 

“For we can never achieve a work ethic without any 
work.”

Volvo has not gone down the same 
old road with the V70 D4 SE Nav Geart- 
ronic because there is a certain style and 
sportiness for this new master load-carrier 
together with all the usual versatility you 
would expect. 



Six decades after the launch of the first 
Wagon the V70 carries on the tradition of 
combining form and function.

THE New Saints have one hand on the 
Welsh Premier title - but aren’t cele¬ 
brating despite a seemingly unassail¬ 
able position at the top of the table. 

Tuesday night’s 3-1 home win over Newtown means 
it would now take a freak series of results to deny the 
Saints from lifting the title again, and taking their 
place in the Champions League in the summer.

It will be the Saints’ third championship in a row, and 
they can again look forward to another season in the Cham¬ 
pions League. 

Newtown had threatened to spoil their night after taking 
the lead in the 26th minute. 

But the predatory Draper had the hosts back on terms 
six minutes later when pouncing on a loose ball from Chris 
Marriott’s corner. 

TNS were in front for the first time three minutes into 
the second period when defender Rawlinson atoned for his 
earlier error by heading home a Marriott set piece and the 
league leaders, unbeaten on home surrounds this term, 
made the points safe in the 88th minute when Chris Jones 
crossed for Draper to head home his 13th goal of the season.
